Capt. Gowdy k now for certain that 
three of the friends that had come 
into his life while he was consu l gen­ 
eral to Paris, and whom he had re­ 
v ered, had b een three of the six teen 
hu ndred and thirty -fiv e who paid the 
awfu l toll to one of the sea’s greatest 
menaces. 
Du ring his consu late a t Paris 
Capt. Gowdy serv ed du ring McKin­ 
ley ’s administration and the 
firsl 
term of Koosev elt’s—the grand old 
man b ecame acq u ainted with 
some 
of the foremost characters of the 
world. 
Two of these were v ictims oi 
the Titanic disaster. 
The other, al­ 
thou gh he may not b e one of tat 
world’s b est k nown men, he is now 
held an international hero, as he lies 
at the b ottom of the sea, a lifeless 
b ody . 
For Capt. E. J. Smith, commandei 
of the ill-fated Titanic, Capt. Gowdv 
held the highest respect; for B enja­ 
min Gu ggenheim, the mu ltimillionaire 
owner of mines, Mr. Gowdy had the 
deepest regard, and for W. T. Stead 
the famou s London editor and au th- 
'or, the v enerab le old man of Ru sh­ 
v ille had the 
greatest 
rev erence. 
They are all three at the b ottom of 
the ocean. 
They were all friends of 
Capt. Gowdy , well and 
intimately 
k nown b y him. 
“ Capt. Smith was commanding the 
Baltic,” said Capt. Gowdy last ev en­

stu dy , “ when my wife, my dau ghter. 
Fanny , and my self, sailed to Ameri­

We set sail at Liv erpool

discou raged. 
Qu ite a nu mb er of a c t­ 
ors cab led home for fu nds, and re­ 
tu rned to New York . 
I solicited aid 
from Americans in Paris and sev eral 
hu ndred dollars was raised in this 
manner. 
There were still ab ou t forty 
left who cou ld get no money from 
lome with which to retu rn, and ou r 
gov ernment will not allow any consu l 
to pay su ch ex penses for any Ameri- 
an citizen.
